Pietro retires, and Fiorella 
enters, to whom Zerbine gives the papers. Al- 
bert appears; and relates that Rodolphe, having 
disarmed him in the duel, and explaived every 
thing relating to Fiorella, had continued his 
journey. Fiorella grieves thet he has gone with- 
out bidding her farewell; assures Albert that she 
is determined to retire from the world; and 
urges him to perform his engagement with Ce- 
lina Manfredi. She also gives him the papers, 
requesting him to burn them, as thoy are said to 
compromit the reputation of the decoased Far- 
nese. Albert, hearing Rodolph 
withdraws. Rodolphe comes to propose to Fio- 
rella that she shall give up her wealth, and live 
as his wife in some place of retirement where 
the world shall never hear of them. Her joy at 
this proof of his affection is extreme; but she re- 
fuses to permit so great a sacrifice for her sake. 
She is on the point of leaving him, when Pietro 
comes in, and acknowledges himseif to have 
served, with Gennaio and Arpaya, as witnesses 
to the pretended marriage. They had often done 
the same, onsimilar occasions. This time, how- 
ever, to obtain the control of their unprincipled 
master, they had employed a real priest, though 
they had never found it ry to discl 
the truth.

In a London paper, in which Catholic Eman- 
cipation was stoutly d, the ber elect 
for CLane is the subject of these remarks:—*Mr. 
O’Connell has been, a second time, returned 
Member for Clare—and that without any op- 
position;—and we have as little doubt but that 
he will, in consequence of such return, now 
take the new oaths and his seat quietly, not- 
withstanding a report which is very industriously 
circulated in some quarters, that the Solicitor 
General, Mr. Sugden, has given an opinion 
that he cannot. If Mr. 8. has really given any 
such opinion, let it be produced. Its non-produc- 
tion is an almost indisputable proof to our minds 
that Mr. Sugden has not risked his professional 
reputation in the way imputed to him. As for 
what quibbles or mere technicalities could do in 
aid of this or any other proposition, we will not 
pretend to say; because there is no proposition, 
however clear and eclf-evident, that a subtle 
lawyer cannot mystify and render doubtful 
to hie own mind, but the case of Mr. O'Con.- 
nell’s capacity to take his seat now appears, as 





far as common sense is concerned, too obvious 
to admit of any doubt, except, as we have al- 
ready hinted, to that habit of universal doubting 


which doubts every thing. Mr. O'Connell was 


| not allowed to take his seat during the last ses- 


sion, because he naturally would not take the 
old oaths, which were the only ones then ap- 


plicable to the cases of Members who had been 


elected previously to the passing of the Eman- 
cipation Act. That is not Mr. O'Connell's case 
new. He has now been elected since the pass- 
ing of that Act, and will, of course, walk into 
the House of Commons as Lord Surrey and 
every other Cathole member besides himself 
have done. Though we have never been among 


those indiscriminate admirers of Mr. O'Connell, 


| who laud him on all oceasion to the skies, through 


thick and thin, we are quite as sensible of his 


| peal power and importance as they ca. be, and 


rejoice at his return to Parhament quite as sin- 
cerely as they cando, We rejoice at it as an 
act of justice towards the man who has done 
more to obtain the object so long sought for by 
the Irish Catholics than all their previous advo- 
cates put together; and who, we think, wasshut 
out of Parlament, by the late Act, in a petty 
spunt of resentment, beneath the Legwlature 
and legislators. We rejoice, too, to see Mr. O°- 
Cennell in his proper station, where he will be 
no longer the mere mob or Association orator; 
but blending his acknowledged talents with 
those who aré, like him, the professed friends 
of Ireland, and that in the sphere where real 
usefulness is most wanted. That Mr. O'Connell 
will accomplish for Ireland, or for the empire at 
large, one half of what be promises, wo have 
already ventured to doubi, Without quoting 
upon the learned Gentleman the well known 
adage, that ‘great talkers do the least,’ the 
histery of public life convinces us that men of 
warm imaginations like Mr. O'Connell, are ever 
prone to promise and to profess more than they 
can perform. We make allowance, of course,

We add anextract from Mr. O'Conn eur's ha- 
rangue at the close of the election: —**Much bad 
been said in praise of the late Catholic Bill: 
still, however, it had great faults; the promo- 
ters of it began by pulling down (as they called 
it) the Catholic Associat on. Alexander the 
Great's exploit in ‘‘slaying the slain’? was not 
greater than that triumph of Ministers; for at 
the very time of its celebration, the Catholic 
Association had by an act of its own put down 
itself; so that Pee! and Wellington had the glory 
of killmg that which had already been suicidal 
to itself.--(A laugh.) —On the Association ne- 
necssarily the attack was ridiculous, but what 
he complained of most was, that it planted des- 
potic power in the hands of the Lord Lieuten- 
ant. He assured the people that he should net 
be one fortnight in the House of Commons be- 
fore he should have this part of the late legisla- 
tion revised. In the next place, he would de- 
nounce the disfranchisement of the forty-shil- 
ling freehulders. It. was a base violation of 
justice, and @ scandalously pertial act of the 
House of Commons,—of that House of Com- 
mons which bad left the corrupt borouhgs of 
East Retford and Penryn untouched, notwith- 
standing the flagrant corruption of which their 
own Committees had proved them to have been 
guilty; and yet, after thus acting, they attacked 
the rights of the forty-shilling freeholders of 
Ireland, who had been guilty—of what?—of no- 
thing but of setting the high example that poor 
men could be honest in the exercise of the elec- 
tive franchise.—(Cheers.)—So that little knots 
of cor upt English borough-electors, proved to 
be notoriously corrupt, were spared, and 250,- 
000 men, who had shown themscives to be in- 
corruptible, were at one fell swoop divested of 
their lawful rights. There was another point 
which he meant to urge in Parliament, that dis- 
franchisement was a breach of the articles of 
Union, the basis of which was equality of privi- 
lege between the Irish and English electors. — 
This attack upon the Irish forty-shilling free- 
holders struck at the root of that arrangement. 
The Act of Union once re-opened, was so far 
favourable to Ireland. He would see in Par- 
liament how far the breach could be widened so 
as to have that impolitic measure repealed.- - 
But as to the good faith with which the late 
Emancipation Bill was carried into effect, let 
them look at the conduct of Government and 
the corporations. Take Dublin as an example: 
it was 36 years since a Roman Catholic was eli- 
gible to be a member of it, and yet not one 
had been elected; although it was notorious 
that the great rank, wealth, and commercial re- 
spectability of Dublin, were in the hands of Ca- 
tholics. Why then, should Ministers feel sur- 
prised at the people being still dissatisfied, when 
they must know that their mini had refused 
to pour any oil over the troubled waters of their 
system?’ 

After advorting to several local objects which 
he hoped te effect in parliament, such as the es- 
tab lishment of safe and commodious harbours, 
the improvement of the SuHannon, the suppres- 
sion of jobs, &c. the orator proceeded to speak 
more particularly of himself:—‘‘He had no pre- 
tension to be cl d an orator; forensic habits 
had, it was true, g'ven him a fluency of speaking, 
and a habit of reasoning; but no flight of poetry 
was ever borne to his mind on fancy’s wings; 
but what he wanted in genius he could promise 
to make up for them in zeal and energy. He 
was besides, to all intents and purposes, a man 
ef business; he must be an early man who rose 
from bead earlier than he did, and he must have 
a cool hed who went to bed with a cooler.— 
(A laugh, and cries of ‘Hear, hear.’)—He would 
promise them to attend the house with the 
Speaker, and to leave it only when he did; he 
would have his study with him in London, as he 
had in Dublin, and they would find him in Lon- 
don perpetually at his post, during the sitting of 
Parliament. What was his object in going into 
Parliament and devoting himself to the people of 
Clare? Why, be went in fact, and he confessed 
it, to let his soul work out its salvations,—he 
went to Parliament to do good to the people, 
and obtain justice for the nation. He hoped his 
motives were pure, his conscience at all events 
sustained him. Mr. O'Connell then took a re- 
view of the condition of society in this kingdom, 
as to its divisions in religious sentiments. With 
the creed or doctrines of the Established Church 
he never should interfere: he would always go 
out of the House of Commons when they were 
debated; he would never open his lips in Parlia- 
ment upon any subject connected with the reli- 
gion or discipline of the Protestant Church. In 
this respect he would certainly do to others as he 
wished he should» be done by. Respecting the 
temporalities of the Church, however, the case 
was different, and one of the first measures he 
should propose in Parliament would be to equa- 
lize the salaries and emoluments of the clergy. 
The next point would be to revise the laws rela- 
ting to the landed possessions of the Irish clergy. 
these lands were immense, and he was prepared 
to show, if properly administered, be quite suffi- 
cient to maintain the establishment without bur- 
dening the people with tithes. With respect to 
Catholics and Dissenters, he should introduce 
laws for the more easy administration of their 
respective charities, which were at present 
dreadfully shackled by the intricate operations 
of law. As a lawyer he had here advantages 
which he should not fail to use in behalf of the 
institutions of these classes of Christians. He 
would likewise call upon Parliament to revise the 
late law enacted against Jesuits and monastic in- 
stitutions, His blood boiled when he reflected 
upon the injustice done to these enlightened and 
liberal classes. He would first preseat a petition 
from the English and Irieh Jesuits, praying for 








an inquiry into the whole of their affairs. Let 
the Committee be exclusively Protestants. He 
would not have’ single Catholic upon it. Let 


the opponents of the Jesuits be aloge the judges 
of the doctrines and conduct of the Catholics, 
and he had ne fear of the result,’’ 

He said also:—“I have lately seen in the English 
press horrible unputations thrown out against a 
Prince of the Blood Royal—the name of Captain 
Garth and the Duke of Cumberiand have been 
mixed up together. I shall endeavour to clear the 
character of the brother of my Sovereign from 
the umputations cast upon it.

ABORIGINAL Sxkxetxvons.—In digging a 
trench on the land belonging to Col. Francis 
Preawnopy in, South Salem, yesterday morning, 
eight or nine human skeletons were uncover- 
ed, being buried only from 18 to 24 inches be 
low the surface of the earth. Most of them 
were the bones of grown persons, and some of 
them of huge dimensions—two were those of 
children. All, except one, were apparently 
buried in a contracted position, lying im a re- 
gular line, with their heads towards the south, 
and their faces towards the east, as was the 
custom with the aboriginalse—near several of 
the skeletons was a quantity of very small 
bones, probably those of some animal. The 
skulls, teeth, and other parts of the skeletons, 
were in & remarkable state of preservation, 
considering the great lapse of time since their 
interment, which is probably not less than 200 
years. ‘The skeletons were all found in a space 
of about 15 feet of ground. 
sisting of three grown persons and an infant, 
were very near together, and were undoubt- 
edly burned at one time and in one grave,— 
Skeletons of the aboriyinals have before been 
found in the same vicinity at Various times; but 
we have never before had an opportunity of 
viewing these relics of a race inw hose posses- 
sion these **fair inheritances’’ were found, when 
first visted by the “pilgrue fathers.’’
